CINCINNATI, Aug. 10.—At 9 o'clock, 


the hour named for the opening of the 
democratic 
state 
convention this 


morning, only two delegates were in 
the hull. After the clock had turned 
10, however, they came like an ava- 
lanche, uml when, fifteen minutes 
later, the impatient chairman brought 
down his gavel and declared the con- 
vention called to order, the delegates 
und spectators numbered over 3,000. 


The Divine blessing was invoked by 


Bev. Dr. George A. Thayer. 


The chairman read a telegram from 


James T. Neal, consul at Liverpool, 
conveying his greetings to the democ- 
racy of Ohio, and saying that he felt 
that victory awaited the ticket nomi- 
nated. The retiring state chairman 
delivered hie valedictory address, and 
Hon. 
Gilbert H. liarger was presented 


as temporary chairman. 
He dived 


without introduction into a discussion 
of national issues. 


The report of the committee on cre- 


dentials, seating the Neal contesting 
delegation from Ross county, went 
through by acclamation, and so did the 
proposition that the temporary organi- 
zation be made permanent. 


A resolution that all nominating 


speeches be restricted within five min- 
utes WUH adopted. 


The committee on resolutions was 


announced, and made the following re- 
port

C. W. Ba- 
ker, of Cincinnati, and John Clark, of 
Younpfstown, were also placed in nom- 
ination without speeches. 


As the tedious process of calling the 


roll of eighty-eight counties progressftd, 
it looked like a neck-and-neck race be- 
tween Neal and Baker; but the "Little 
Giant" forged ahead 
on the homo 


stretch, and when the last county had 
been culled he lacked but a dozen 
votes of the 405 necessary. Then one 
county after another ohanged over to 
hib standard, and finally, after consid- 
erable uproar and confusion, a motion 
to suspend the rules and make the 
nomination

acclamation 
wae 


adopted, although fully a hundred 
delegates shouted "No," at the top of 
(heir Yolces. Then, as i' to rnb it into 
the smarting anti-Campbellites, the 
bands played "The Campbells are Com- 
ing" to the glee of the victorious ele- 
ment. 


An effort to take a recess was voted 


down at 13:90. 


Col. Taylor's unanimous selection for 


the bet-ond place on the ticket was a 
Oregon c conclusion. 
Three lawyers of repute entered the * 


list for tho supreme court judgesbip 
nomination, Joseph Hldy, of Fayette, 
J. 'W. Sater, of Darke, and Sam M. 
Hunter, of Licking. 


While the tellers were footing up the 


fignres, Mr. Neal was escorted into the 
hall amid considerable enthusiasm, In 
a brief speech of acceptance he said 
that Ohio would be the final battle 
ground for protection, and that Mc- 
Kinley and McKinleyism alike were 
doomed to inevitable ruin. 


Despite his anti-administration sen- 


timents, the candidate took occasion to 
refer to Grover Cleveland as a "trusted, 
heroic statesman, under whose leader- 
ship the country would be 
safely 


piloted through tho dangers that now 
threaten it." 


The ballot for supreme judge re- 


sulted in the nomination of John W. 
Sater. 


B. S. Blackburn, of Coshocton, was 


nominated by acclamation for state 
treasurer.

IMMEDIATE AND FORCIBLE 


•t«pe Taken by the Government to 


Stamp Out Yellow Fever 


at Penaaoola. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. W.—Immediate 


and forcible stops have been takeu by 
the government to stamp out yellow 
fever at PenBacola. Acting promptly 
on the advices that yellow fever had 
appeared there, the secretary of the 
navy, to whom the matter is of the ut- 
mo»t importance, because of the navy 
yard at Pensacola, called a conference 
of officers interested at his office yes- 
terday morning to devise means for 
preventing the spread of the disease. 


Surgeon-General Wyman agreed to 


take steps at once to co-operate with 
the federal and state authorities, and 
ho immediately ordered Surgeon Car- 
ter, who was present, and Passed As- 
sistant Surgeon Magfuder, now at New 
Orleans, to proceed to Pensacola. They 
will reach there to-day. 


In speaking- of the conference, Secre- 


tary Herbert said: 


"It is hoped that the steps contem- 


plated wift be effective to prevent the 
spread of the fever. The public may 
rest content with the assurance that 
every * reasonable precaution is being 
taken by the authorities. There is 
nothing very alarnvng in the situa- 
tion, and the conference was called 
only that there might be complete and 
thorough co-operation.

The 
matter came up about noon yesterday 
in the Creamer grocery room, and three 
shots were fired, taking effect in the 
son's breast, and killing him instantly. 
The father is aged about 70 years, and 
the son 40.

WASHINGTON, Aug. H. —The commit- 


tee appointed by the house free-silver 
caucus met yesterday morning in jthe 
house judiciary committee room. for 
the purpose of preparing a measure, 
favorable to silver, to submit to the 
house. 


The anti-silver representatives mot 


in the house committee on naval af- 
fairs, and then joined the free-silver 
people in the judiciary committee 
room. 


The free-silver people submitted their 


measure to the opposing forces and a 
cliscusssion of the matter followed. No 
agreement was reached, and the con- 
ference adjourned shortly after 13 for 
an hour. 


The proposition in regard to the ra- 


tio of coinage advanced by the free- 
silver men was opposed by the anti- 
silver men, and when the conference 
took a recess the anti-silver repre- 
sentatives met to farther discuss the 
matter. They were also unable to 
reach an agreement respecting the 
conduct of the discussion of the bill to 
be prepared by the committee of the 
free-silver caucus. 


Soon after the house adjourned the 


silver and anti-silver advocates held 
separate conferences. The anti-silver 
men adjourned about 2:30 and pro- 
ceeded to the house judiciary commit- 
tee room for a further conference with 
the free-silver men. 


A prominent anti-silver man stated 


that the matter had now narrowed 
down to the question us to which prop- 
osition — repeal or free coinage — should 
be voted on first. This question is now 
being discussed 


Secretary Carlisle is credited with 


advihing1 the anti-silver mou to insist 
on the unconditional repeal of the pur- 
chase clause of the Sherman law, and 
to reach a vote on the subject as soon 
as possible. 


The conference of the silver and anti- 


silver men lasted half an hour, after 
which they adjourned without report' 
ing an agreement. The anti-silver men 
insisted on offering a bill for the re- 
peal of the purchasing clau&e of tho 
Sherman law, allowing1 the free-silver 
people to offer additions to it. Tho 
free-silver men would not agree to 
thlb. They wished to put in a free-coin- 
age bill, and allow the other side to 
bring in the amendments. The mat- 
ter was discussed, but neither side 
would yield) t>o an adjournment was 
taken until this morning. 


The anti-silver men met last night to 


further consider the matter. 
The 


free-coinage men continued in session 
on the subject. 


The anti-silver men in insisting on 


taking the affirmative side in the sil- 
ver fight, claim that they represent 
the wishes of the administration and 
hold that to yield to tho demand of 
the free-coinage men would be a back- 
down on the part of the administra- 
tion. 
The conference lasted nearly two 


hours, and at its conclusion those in 
attendance congratu] ated themselves 
that the action taken was the best un- 
der the circumstances, A proposition 
will be made to the silver mon to-day 
to clone the debate in ten days and 
then vote on the different propositions 
regarding free-coinage, different ra- 
tios and an unconditional repeal. 


Mr. Cockran and the other anti-sil- 


ver leaders expressed themselves as 
hopeful that this plan will be agreed 
to. 
While it cannot be positively 


stated, it is more than probable that 
the bill will be introduced in the house 
to-day, or at any rate by Monday after- 
noon, when debate will be commenced. 


Both Sides Opposed to It. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11. —A new phase 


of tl»e silver question was presented to 
the attention of members of congress, 
yesterday, in the shape of an appar- 
ently authorized proposition from Lon- 
don bankers, backed by the English 
government, to leading Now York 
financiers, in which it was asserted 
that if the United States would main- 
tain the present Sherman law on the 
statute books England would renew 
the free coinage of silver in India at 
the increased ratio of 24 to 1. The 
most painstaking search fails to pro- 
duce a single senator who ever heard 
the idea suggested, and when the prop- 
osition was iinfolded it was seen that 
both silver and anti-silver advocates 
wore opposed to it.

citement in the mining district and 
many were the threats made iiRainfit 
the soldiers 


The evidence against Drummond 


was obtained by stringing tip u miner 
named Elkins who, to save himself 
from death at the hundw of the soldiers, 
divulged the whole story, which im- 
rfioatod 
Drummond und a miner 


named Moore, the last-named of whom 


aped, together with Dave Woods, 


who was run out of tho district to 
toep from beinp- lynched.

miners would not agree. In lieu of tlii

;he company offered a like reduction 
.n house-rents and store supplies; bir 
as this would only benefit the miners 
with families it was not accepted. 


The miners are doing a great deal o: 


talking and are very much excited 
Outbreaks are expected at> any time. 


A dispatch received late last nigh1 


from Lieut. Fiffe, at Fort Anderson 
corroboro tes the above and says that 
trouble was feared last night, though 
they were fully prepared to meet any 
emergency. Company D., of this city, 
is now in readiness and will go to Coal 
Creek at a moment's notice.

Nsal forces the issue and the fight in 
Ohio will be a fight to the finish on the 
tariff. In November the voters of that 
state, m view of tbe general prostration 
ot business and the utter disappointment 
as the result of the Democratic victoiy ot 
last fall, will again pass npon those ques- 
tions. In the light of seven months' ex- 
perience nnder Democratic rule it is fair 
to assume the fight will be made without 
the usual Democratic appeal to class 
prejudice.

As before stilted the tariff isa-e will be 


again tried in Ohio, It will be tried on 
ita merits because the ease will admit ot 
no false appeal on the part of free traders. 
Should the people of Ohio, as they are 
likely to do, show at the election that 
they have changed their minds about 
the tariff, it will be interesting to see 
whether that verdict will have the effect 
ol calling a halt on the threat to tip np 
protection, or whether the party of free 
trade m spite ot it will proceed stupidly 
to tear down protection to American in- 
dustries and enforce idleness ur European 
wages on onr American workingmen. 


A Demoorstto Medley. 


The Ohio Democrats in their conven- 


tion Thursday, in tbe first paragraph of 
their platform, especially, endorsed the 
currency portion! of the Chicago plat- 
form, whioh includes the tree coinage of 
silver and wildcat currency, and than 
congratulates the country npon tbe early 
prospect ot measures or relist as outlined 
by the president's message, whioh is set 
squarely against the coinage cf silver, 
either free orotharwise; and then these 
latter-day Democrats declare their confi- 
dence "that the Democratic congress will 
devise laws lo famish snob relief." How 
a Democratic congress that doss not it 
the present date know where it is "at" 
on the currency question, can follow tbe 
Chicago platform and the president's 
message at the same time, and legislate 
for the benefit of the people, is a feat 
that cannot be performed without break- 
ing some of the harness, And yet the 
country is in the hands ot a party that 
has storied out to do that sort ot thing.

for conditional repeal, 20; opposed to r - 
peal, 14; noncommittal, 10; total inter- 
views, 63; total number of senators, 88. 


According to this report the Bouse 


stands: For unconditional repeal, 137; 
conditional repeal, 126; opposed to repeal, 
16; noncommittal, 24; total interviewed, 
3 '2; total membership of the House, 356. 


The other papers found that ot tbe 88 


senators 28 favored prompt repeal; 22 
will vote for repeal il a proper substitute 
is passed; 22 were not willing to commit 
themselves and 3 opposed repeal.

FOREST RESERVATIONS. 


The Jf iMoirl, tlattav Arkansas and XI* 
annul* Blven All Need tb« Trees. 


To the dweller In the Eastern states, 


and also on the Pacific slope, it is al- 
most Impossible to comprehend that 
there are vast regions beyond the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers almost 
destitute of trees. 
But the Book? 


mountains, throughout their whole ex- 
tent, are more or less heavily timbered, 
«nd the very destitution of the neigh- 
boring region renders it of vital im- 
portance that these mountain foresta 
should be conserved. 


In these great mountains, especially 


on the "continental divide," as it has 
been aptly named, are found the head- 
waters of the streams that feed the 
Missouri, the Platte, the Arkansas and 
the Bio Grande. 


No one will question that on the con- 


tinuance of the volume of these groat 
rivers depend the fertility of millions 
of acres of land, and the prosperity of 
tens of thousands of agriculturalists. 
Furthermore it Is now well known that 
unless the forests are preserved the 
rivers will run. dry for half the year, 
only to be converted into raging 
freshets during the other half. 


Forests do not make rain fall; they 


merely regulate its distribution. On 
barren ground when rain falls it runs 
off as water from a roof; but when the 
ground bears a growth of trees, with 
accompanying shrubbery, the rain per- 
colates through, the tree-roots and ia 
there held as by a large number of 
sponges, whence it percolates through 
the soil in a gradual and even flow. 


In the same way the snowfall of win* 


ter Is absorbed instead of lying on tbe 
surface to be suddenly melted by the 
first warm days of spring. 


Lumbermen know little about these 


simple laws of nature, and care less. 
Their only interest is to cut down as 
many trees as possible with the least 
expense; but other people both know 
and core. 


Under the public land laws the presi- 


dent of the United States may set apart 
and reserve, in any state or territory, 
any part of the public lands covered 
with timber or undergrowth, whether 
valuable or otherwise, as public reser- 
vations. 


Under this provision five forest re- 


serves in Colorado have already been set 
apart, three others have been recom 
mended to be set apart and four more 
are in contemplation. Including the 
actual and contemplated reserves, the 
total area exceeds nine thousand square 
miles, and this does not include the 
great Yellowstone park or tho Yosemlte 
valley. 


The next step will be to place these 


reserves under government protection. 
Under the free-and-easy methods which 
prevail In the new states and territories 
timber thieves may invade and denude 
the reservations, with little fear of 
state punishment; but, with the ap- 
pointment of national foresters and 
wardens, prevention and detection of 
Invasion will be easy. 


If necessary, tho army will be em- 


ployed to protect these reserves; and 
lawless characters of every stripe have 
a wholesome respect for tho swift jus- 
tice of military rule 
The national 


forestry 
association is in favor of 


this plan, and, in any event, some 
stringent measures will certainly be 
adopted to secure these valuable reser- 
vations from fire and plunder. —W. S. 
fates, in Golden Days.

bility. 


Lobsters have, from the time when 


they first titillated the human palate, 
formed a favorite article of food with 
the world's greater and lesser men. 


Alexander was a devoted slave to the 


succulent fish, and his courtiers seldom 
failed in their attempt to soothe his 
anger when they placed before him a 
dish of lobster sauce. 


To such an extent did Charlemagne 


carry his passion for the delicate shell- 
fish that ho inflicted frightful punish- 
ments on any merchant who attempted 
to sell a stale lobster. 


Elwes possessed two ungovernable 


passions—one for cai ds and the other 
for lobsters. On the occasion of his 
playing a game of whist with the duke 
of Northumberland and two other no- 
torious gamblers, he never left the 
card-table for three days and three 
nights, living solely upon chocolate and 
lobsters. 


In the sixteenth century a restaurant 


keeper 
named Desaquilier became 


known to all Paris as the most success- 
ful lobster cook the world had ever 
known. As his fame extended, the 
aristocracy flocked to his establishment,' 
and even the church failed to resist the 
temptation of feeding recklessly on the 
luscious lobster, as prepared by him, 
inasmuch as two worthy priests who 
frequented the place, spent the greater 
part of their lives in partaking of tho 
great cook's delicacy, to the detriment 
of their holy duties. 


After a few months both, the priests 


died suddenly, one within a week of 
the other, and Desaquilier was arrested 
on a charge of poisoning. He was com- 
mitted to prison and horribly tortured, 
to make him confess tbe crime of which, 
ho was innocent, and the church au- 
thorities showed no mercy. 


At length the king, who had on many 


a previous occasion enjoyed a feast pre» 
pared by this cook's skilful hands, com- 
manded that he should be set at liber- 
ty. This was done, and the miserable 
man crawled out of prison, ruined in 
mind and body, to drug out the short 
remnant of his existence In frightful 
agonies.—Yankee Blade.

Capt Mike Healy, of the revenue oat-

He is tbe ideal 
commander of the old school, blafli 
prompt, fearless, pitiless in discipline, 
out not unjust He knows Behrlag 
tea, the straits, ant) even the Arctic aa 
no other man knows them, and his 
little craft has sailed those waters at 
tlmost all seasons. He is usually the 
Bret man up In tbe spring' and the last 
pan to leave the northwest at the ap- 
proach of winter. 


With all this he Is a man of no little 


book learning, excellent address and 
uncommonly agreeable manners. One 
brother Is a bishop of the Catholio 
church and another a priest Healy 
himself was preparing to take orders 
when his scholastic career was cut 
Short by accidents for which he wax 
not altogether responsible. After man- 
t>glng to get himself out of a school In 
the east he was sent to a Bomau Catho- 
lic school in Paris. Here young Healy

This morning they were 
ordered off the north side, and were told 
that they could choose between the east 
aide of the park or keep driving about 
toe streets. There are a great many of 
them, and it they accept the latter prop- 
osition, which they have a right to do 
without orders, we would enjoy a daily 
procession of no mean magnitude. But 
this is what they have been trying to 
avoid. The draymen object to being 
isolated on the east side of the park, 
they want to do bnsinesss and want to 
be where customers can reach them, and 
in any event they claim that it they 
located on the east side of the park they 
would probably be ordered off the earth 
nezt. This they don't want to do before 
the spring election, anil then they say 
they will not have to.

advantage over the others in soliciting 
general business, it the others were so far 
away. Taken, all in all the dray problem 
in Deoatur is rapidly taking the place, in 
the matter of importance, recently occu- 
pied by the marshal question. The dray- 
men do not know what else to do under 
the circumstances, and have gone to 
work to get up a petition to the mayor 
embodying their grievances and asking 
that their rights be deflnately adjudi- 
cated so that business may again be re- 
snmed in an orderly way at the old stand.

Decoration or China. 


A method of electro-plating has come 


Into vogue in England, the purpose of 
which ia the deposition of metals, «uch 
as silver and copper, on certain parts 
of the surfaces of china and earthen- 
ware articles, with a view of ornament- 
ing and giving them at the same time 
additional strength. The surface of 
tho articles to bo treated is first coated 
with a paste containing: Nitrate of 
silver, 120 ports by weight; ammonia 
chloride of mercury, 30; bromide of 
sodium, 30, and oxide of bismuth. 10. 
The articles of china or earthenware 
thus prepared are fired in the pottery 
kilns. They are then placed in an 
electro-plating bath, and the prepared 
surface lakes a strongly adherent 
metallic coating. A very thick deposit 
of copper is said to greatly strengthen 
handles, spouts, etc.—St Louis He- 
public.
